glnss. The next moment Mefford step- 
ped before him, stark naked, swinging a j 
ueck yoke. 


"Your time has come!" shouted Mef- 


ford. 


"What time do you mean?" asked An- 


j drews, with remarkable coolne-.s. 


"I have murdered one whole family to- 


night, and I am going to kill yon and 
everybody in tbe home," replied Mefford. 
Mefford swung the neck yoke and tried 
to brain Andrews. 
Tbe latter dodged 


and grabbed the weapon, threw .Mefford 
on the bed and choked him until he beg- 
ged for mercy. 
Then Andrews agreed 


to give him a bath, n suit of clothes anil 
home bicakfast, which apparently satis- 
fied him. 
Hushing through the house, 


Andrews locked (he 12 or 1-1 old Indies 
in their room-., notified the police by tele- 
phone nnd then ran across the street to 
the home of Joseph Ornlce for assistance. 
Drake dre.ssed, picked up a revolver nnd 
started out.

dent occurred at a deep, narrow creek 
which had become so suddenly and so 
completely filled that the volume of wa- 
ter carried such weight ns to wash out 
the masonry of stone and brick from un- 
der the trestle which spanned the stream. 
Mr. (iriflith, supervisor of tracks, was 
cm the engine of the wrecked train, and 
if there had been a break in the truck he 
or the- engineer or fireman would have 
seen it.

A FINNY TIDAL WAVE 


AN ALEWIFE RUSH AS SEEN ON THE 


OAMARISCOTTA RIVER. 


A Sweeptn*.

No ono has ever discovered just why 


all tke alewives on the New England 
coast assemble and force themselves up 
the Daruarist-otta river to spawn. But 
so they do and so have done for years 
and years and years. There are other 
»>t reams and livers along the coast that 
offer as good advantages to the fishy vis- 
itors, but the nlewives have a regular 
spring encasement in th» Damariscotta 
river. 


When one considers that ah1 the spawn- 


ing alewivea along the 300 miles of coast 
come to Damariscotta and try to crowd 
up a little river only a few rods across, 
the scenes that occur here are more read- 
ily understood and more easily believe^ 
by those who have never seen such • 
marvelous sight. 


"An alewife rush" is the most Interest- 


ing event in the Damariscotta during 
the season. AH at once down the river the 
calm surface commences to be broken by 
little glints of silver in the sunshine, lit- 
tle flirtings of the water and quivers, •• 
though something of broad extent were 
moving below. Then, with startling sud- 
denness, a queer sort of tidal wave 
sterns to formi It moves rapidly up 
stieam, extending from bank to bank. 
The wave rolls a foot high." And it is a 
wave of fish—alewives! It comes sweep- 
ing on, one fish leaping over auothpt and 
falling, only to leap again. 


And thus, flashing and splatterUg and 


leaping till the surface is afoam and the 
air is full of the queer, rushing noise, the 
fish come till they break at the foot of 
the falls. 
During these rushes, which 


happen frequently during the day, ale- 
wives are forced, flapping and flounder- 
ing, out on the banks of the river and 
may be picked up and put in baskets. 


The laws of Maine permit the capture 


of these alewivea undec SQmewhat pecul- 
iar provisions. Prom the pond above the 
village the-river descends-by successive 
leaps the face of a. rather steep bluff. 
There are two branches of the stream 
Sowing down the bluff. The law provides 
that all the alewives which turn to the 
tight at the foot of the falls and ascend 
the right hand stream, shall be allowed to 
pursue their way undisturbed. They nre 
permitted to hop from pool to pool, flop 
out on the bank and then flop back again 
and thus make their difficult way to the 
lake The journey up the side of the clif 
occupifs a hearty and active alewife a 
least two days, nnd his fins must be pret 
ty weary when he gets there. 


The fish that select the left hand stream 


which is wider and more easy of ascent 
are faught in a weir, or, rather, a lock 
Not one escapes. At certain intervals as 
soon as the lock is full the water is drain 
ea off and men with great dip nets ladle 
the struggling fishes into a sluice tha 
elopes to a packing house. A thin stream 
T>f water is running down the sluice anc 
«ihe fisli are borne away. As they come 
out of the end of the sluice there stam 
men with barrels. As soon as one barre 
is full another is substituted at the em 
of the runway. During the season thou 
sands of barrels are secured. 


Practically all the fish are pickled in 


strong brine. Few of them are sold 
&ls form in the United States. The Dam 
ariscotta packers say that nine-tenth 
of the fish they catch are shipped direc 
to the West Indies and are readily sol 
there to the nittives. The call is for plen 
ty of salt and fat fish. Both are provided 
'The alewives tuat run up the river are in 
fine condition, fat as butter, and the fe 
males are full of roe that makes goo< 
eating iu itself. 


The packers to whom the towns o 


Darnariscotta and Newcastle sell out th 
entire right of fishing dispose of some o 
the alewives to parties who smoke them 
and for a time all New England cats 
freshly smoked alewives, or herring, a^ 
those fish are sometimes mistakenly call- 
ed. The red herring is "another sort of 
bird" from the big, fat alewife. All the 
profit resulting from the sale of the fish 
to the packers goes to the citizens of the 
two towns that have been mentioned. 
The sum realized is so considerable that 
taxes in the municipalities are very low. 


By an ancient provision every widow 


in the towns is allowed to come to the 
side of tho stream and receive 100 pounds 
of fresh fish from the hands of the se- 
lectmen, who are on duty during the 
whole of the season. Persons of a cer- 
tain ago are also entitled to their quota 
of fish. 


Each night armed guards patrol the 


banks of the stream, especially the right 
hand stream, where the fish that are al- 
lowed to pass are struggling bravely. 
Poachers. have in the past oeen able to 
capture hundreds of pounds out of the 
pools in a few hours. In the old days it 
used to be a favorite but risky practice 
to descend on the Damariscotta fish 
pools by night and haul away enough 
fish to peddle around the country for a 
few weeks. 
But the guards in these 


days are instructed to shoot, and tho 
poachers know that fact. 
The average 


catch in the packing house is 50,000 bar- 
rels for a season twting only a few 
weeks. 


Notwithstanding the fact that tho as- 


cent of tho fish is so spectacular no one 
knows when they depart from the lake. 
Occasionally the fry nre scon in the lake, 
traveling in belts many -feet 
across. 


Sometimes a person nitting on the shore 
of the lake wall see this procession of lit- 
tle shavers passing in apparently inter- 
minable parade hour after hour.—New 
York Tribune. 


MUSTARD AND VINEGAR. 
AN ANGEL UMAWARE8. 
DISCOVERY Of CATCH UK

Both as a condiment and ns a medicine 
austard has been known from very early 
lays. 
It was also used by the- Saxous 


mixed with honey and vinegar, after 
vliieh it was simply pounded in u mortar 
aud passed through a sieve. In tbe reixu 
>f George I a woman of Duthnui bit ou 
he idea of grinding the seed in a mill 
ml sifting the flour from the husk, and 
thia method is still employed. 


Two varieties of mustard used are the 


black and tbe white. The black is a tall 
annual, with bright yellow flowers, fol- 
owed by beed pods a half inch lung 
containing reddish seeds. a«<l is suppose! 
.o be the same mentioned in the liible 
as the tree which grew from "a grain 
•\l mustard seed," as the >!nnt grows in 
he Holy Land to the height of 15 feet. 
T.he seed pod of the white variety is 
much larger than that of the black, and 
he seeds are larger and of a bright yel- 
ow color. This is the variety used in the 
salad known as mustard and cress. 


In the modern system of mustard mak- 


ng the two varieties are mixed together, 
he black containing volatile oil. sulphur 
nnd nitrogen, which supplies the pungent 
lavor, the white adding the acrid taste. 
This pungent oil is not developed till the 
mustard is moistened by the addition of 
water, which sets up a kind of fermenta- 
tion. It should be remembered that boil- 
ing water does not have this effect, so 
that cold or lukewarm water should be 
used. Cheaper mustards contain larger 
quantities of the white seed and also 
wheaten or starch flour. The flavor is 
.ess sharp and bitter than the pure mus- 
tard, but it keeps much better. 


Vinegar is a diluted form of acetic acid 


and has been known from the earliest pe- 
riod. Wine vinegar is made from wine 
lees and inferior wines, principally in 
France, the finest being obtained from 
white wines. Male vinegar is procured 
from an infusion of malt which has pre- 
viously undergone fermentation or from 
apple cider. Vinegar in the form of lo- 
tions is a valuable external stimulant.— 
Chicago News. 


A MAGICIAN'S TRICK REVEALED. 


Hair • Cane Mar B«- Mafle to Stand 


..Alone Without Any Support. 


The widow of Ilerrmann, the celebrat- 


ed sleight of hand performer, revealed 
the modus operand! of the famous cane 
trick when discussing "Magic ns a Home 
Amusement" in The Woman's Ilomc 
Companion: "The feat of compelling a 
walking stick or umbrella to stand up- 
right in the middle of a parlor without 
being supported by anything or anybody 
always seems wonderful. 
It is best 


when about to perform this feat to have 
a black screen for a background and to 
order the stick or umbrella to stand alone 
about a foot Jn front of this screen. To 
show the audience that there is no per- 
son or apparatus behind this screen to 
secretly help the stick to stand when 
commanded the performer can take tbe 
screen away for a few minutes until all 
arc satisfied that there is no hidden ap- 
paratus there. 
Pass the cane around 


among the audience to 'lot them seo 
there is no pin in the cane's ferrule and 
that it is an ordinary cane, absolutely 
without life.' When the scieen is again 
in place, the stick can be hypnotized by 
a few mysterious mumblings, which will 
be certain to keep the audience guessing 
in the wrong direction. Then the stick 
will stand alone for as long as the per- 
former may desire. 


"The secret of hypnotizing is so simple 


that the audience will never suspect it. 
It is to previously tie a yard of black 
thread from the top of one of the front 
legs of an otdinary chair to the top of 
the other front leg, letting the 'bag' of 
the thread fall to tho ground until ready 
for the 'hypnotizing.' 
Caiclessly place 


the stick within the 'bag' of the thread, 
planting the stick upright six inches from 
the chair, making it appear that it is 
only by the merest accident that the per 
former selects this particular spot. Now 
take your hands away, and, of course, 
the stick will stand where you place it, 
Tho supporting thread will not be seen 
on account of the daik background. This 
and many other feats any amateur can 
perform after a little practice."

WARS WAGED FOR CENTURIES. 


The Dutch and Achtneie H*v» Been 


Fighting Since 144ft. 


Since the first foreigner, in the person 


of a Dutchman, landed on the island of 
Sumatra in 1449 the native Achiuese 
have combated the usurping of their land 
foot by foot. 


Although when the Dutch get the Achi- 


nese out in the open they invariable beat 
them, the war continues in a desultory 
manner today and will only end when 
the last native of Sumatra has been kill- 
ed in action. 
The number of Achinese 


killed has never been knovrn, but the war 
has been a very serious drain on the 
manhood of Holland, and many of her 
best soldiers were killed between the 
years 1873 and 1879, when the straggle 
was very bitter. 


Since 1G04, when the Persians surren- 


dered Armenia to Turkey, the numerous1 
sultans of Turkey have never sheathed 
their swords in regard to the former 
country save in the flesh of the inhabit-- 
ants. 


At the beginning of the nineteenth 


century Algiers finally passed into the 
hands of France. Ifrom that time till the 
present the French nation has always 
kept an army corps of not less than 54,- 
000 French troops garrisoned there to 
fight the Arabs who iufest the hinterland 
and raid the French, possessions at least 
once a year. 


Chief among these are the Touaregs, 


who fight with one-bialf of their faces 
masked and fight always to the death or 
victory. Never once has a Touareg been 
taken alive. France cannot subdue them, 
for, if beaten, they flee to the desert, 
where no trained army can follow them. 


The Eiffians, who are the scourge of 


Morocco, resemble the Touaregs in that 
they also take and give no quarter; but, 
instead of living in the heart of the Sa- 
hara. thoy fight from their mountain 
fortresses and keep the snaltan of Moroc- 
co in continual dread. 


To keep his soldiers in good fettle the 


sultan every year gives at least three 
months' fighting to them by picking a 
quarrel with one of the feudal holders of 
the numerous semibrigand strongholds.

Bachelors were eyed askance and with 
much suspicion. They were watched by 
ministers, ciders, deacons, magistrates, 
beads of families; tbe tithing man was 
ordered to havo a "spetial eve out" on 
them. They were not permitted to live 
alone or to choose tbeir place of lesi- 
dcnce, but had to go with whom and where 
the court assigned, and if they icscnted 
this treatment were sold for a term of serv- 
ice. In many of the colonies they bad to 
pay a tax if they remained -unmarried after 
a certain age. 


All was not smooth sailing when the re- 


stricted and watched bachelor decided to 
marry and gain freedom. He could not 
"make a motion of marriage" to any 
young woman in the community without 
obtaining tbe consent of her parents, 
guardians or near kinsfolk.

gifts or (as a final blow to inventive lov- 
ers) in any other way."

When 


Goodman Tuttlo of New Haven found that 
Jacob Murlin had been kissing Sarah 
Tuttlo, his daughter, without leavo ov 
license, he angrily brotf^bt suit against 
Jacob for, inveigling Sarah's afTections. 
Affairs were looking dark for Jacob nnd 
the lash of the whip seemed to tremble 
near him in the air when tbe court nskcd 
Sarah whether Jacob inveigled her, and 
she demurely answered "Ko."

A party of pain fishers are ready to set 


out from the little islaud oC Nanomaga. 
the smallest but most thickly populated 
of the Ellico group. The night must bo 
windless and moonless, the latjter condi- 
tion being absolutely indispensable, al- 
though, curiously enough, the Obh will 
take the hook on an ordinary starlight 
night. Time after time have 1 tiied my 
luck with either a growing or a waning 
moon, much to the amusement of the na- 
tives, anil never once did 1 got a palu, 
although other nocttunal feeding fish bit 
fteoly enough, notably a monstrous spe 
cics of sea perch called la-hen. 


The tackle used by the natives is made 


of cocoannt sennit, four or eight strand- 
ed, of great strength and capable of 
holding a 15 foot shark, should one of 
these prowlers seize the bait. The hook 
is made of wood—in. fact, th» same as is 
used for shnrk fishing—about one inch 
antl a half in diameter, 14 inches in the 
shank, with a natural curve, the barb, or 
rather that which answers the purpose 
of a barb, being supplied by a small 
piece lashed horizontally across tho top 
of the end of the curve. 


These 
peculiar 
wooden hooks 
nre 


grown. Tho roots of a tree called ugua, 
whose wood is of great toughness, are, 
watched when thoy protrude from a 
bank and trained into the desired shape. 
Specimens of these may be st-cu in al- 
most any ethnographical musi'imi. To j .-. 
sink tho lino coral sttnios of throe or 
four pounds' weight aic usod, attached 
by a \ery thi<k piece of sennit, or liarU, 
which, whon the fish is struck, is always 
bioKcn by it« Miugglos and falls off, thn^ 
releasing tho line from an unnoconmny 
weight. It is no light task hauling in a 
thick, heavy line haiiRiii}; stiaigbt up and 
down for n length of from 7f> to 100 fath- 
oms or more.—Chambers' .louri al.

ous matter in those days. If tho father 
had given his consent, ho could not reck- 
lessly or unreasonably interfere to break 
tho contract. 
Colonial court records, es- 


pecially thoso of Plymouth, prove that 
lovers, in turn, could sue parents for in- 
termeddling iu sanctioned lovomaking, 
and breach of promise cases were brought 
by men against women. 


In some coniiuunitits, iu both Plymouth 


and Boston, a formal betrothal, calloil a 
"contraction," took placo. This was not 
held to have u very favorublo iniluomo on 
morals, us colonial rcfords prove, nnd, as 
it furthered long engagement', wns npt 
encouraged. Cotton Mather expressed him- 
self with some force upon tho subject. 


A certain sordidness and meanness ap- 


pear in many of tho accounts of wooinpa 
in colonial times through the engcrncps of 
• both tho father cl tho bridu and tho groom 
to drivq n<i aluirp a bargain over tho mar- 
riage mmtract as possible. Tho tender pas- 
sion wns reckoned in many cases in pounds, 
shillings and pence. The pages of Judge 
Scwall's diary givo amplu proof of his 
shrowd calculation in courtships, both his 
own and his children's. And the. tinges also 
show that ho proved a very good husband 
In spite of the sharpness of his bargaining. 
A marriage settlement was a very impor- 
tant matter in those days. A girl could 
get married, of course, without a dowry, 
but she could not expect to match with 
any one of very high standing in the com- 
munity unless she brought money In her 
pocket. 


There was somo sentiment in lovcmak- 


ing, albeit of a rather broadly outlined 
kind. 
A favorite method of expression 


was by very energetic "lo\o at first sight" 
and speedy marriage.

to oe about two pints a day, but this is 
of course much increased iu hot xveathc-r.!

skiu is lessened, and so one seems to per- 
spire more profusely than in dry weath- 
T, but this is only apparent, for really 
transpiration is lessened when the at- 
mosphere is charged with moisture. 


Hyperhidrosis is the medical term used 


to denote an abnormal increase in per- 
spiiation. This increase may be genera" 
from the entire body or confined to some 
particular part, as the face, the hands, or 
the feet. I'rofuse sweating is very com- 
mon in cases of debility and iu excessive- 
ly stout persons. It occurs also in con- 
nection with various diseases, suih as 
consumption (night sweats), pneumonia, 
inflammatory rheumatism and certain 
nervous disorders. 
Sudden emotion may 


cause increased perspiration. 


The opposite condition, a great diminu- 


tion or absence of sweating (anhidrosia), 
is much rarer and occurs usually in con- 
nection with some disease of the ski:i. 
Sometimes the character of the secreti^K 
is changed, and cases of black, blue, gray, 
yellow or red sweating have beeu de- 
scribed. 


The treatment of profuse perspiration 


depends upon the cause. Tonics, cold or 
cool bathing, especially salt bathing, tem- 
perate exercise aud rubbing of the skin 
are useful in cases dependent upon gen- 
eral debility or obesiti. 
Spraying 


sponging the body with brandy and wa- 
ter, vinegar and water or a solution of 
tannin or of boric acid is useful. 


Certain drugs which have a tendency 


to diminish perspiration are sometimes 
employed to i educe the night sweats of 
consumption when these are so excessive 
as to weaken the already debilitated pa- 
tient nnd to prevent much needed sleep.

Report That Admiral Will See 


Service Again. 


HIS VIEWS OH THE SITUATION. 


Boxer* L,tlc«-nrd to I«orr«t*» I»l>n«:on. 


Are Very Capable Oflleern — Hard 


THE TREATING HA31T. 


Washington, June 25.—There is reason 


to believe that should the situation in 
China result iu war between the powers, 
In which the Unit«-d States might become 
involved, Admiral Dewey would be the 
first to apply lor sea service. The ud- 
iniral \viil not say this, fur he is hope- 
ful that the question can be settled with- 
out conflict among the nations. 


A newspaper man told him that Rear 


Admiral Remey had been ordered to 
Taku to take supreme command and 
spoke of the dispatch from Rear Admi- 
ral Kempff stating that the American 
force had fallen into an ambuscade. 


"I am sorry to hear that some of our 


men bare been killed," said the admiral, 
"but I can understand how it occurred. 
While I have never gone from Taku to 
Tien-tsin, it has been reported to me 
that the road is a very narrow one, flank- 
ed on both sides by paddy fields and 
swamps. Barricaded aud defended, it is 
the kind of a road that can be held by a 
email force, and there is no means for 
an enemy to flank them. For some rea- 
son the gunboats do not appear to have 
gone up the Pei-ho. Tho Monot-acy eau 
proceed as far as Tien-tsiu, and I notice 
that she has grossed the bar at Taku. 
The failure of the gunboats to enter the 
Pei-ho may arise from the f:i<-t that the 
channel is filling up. The Chinese don't 
dredge, yon know—in fact, they are anx- 
ious that the channel should he blocked 
to keep out the foreigners. The Monoca- 
cy ought to do good work at Tien-tsiu. 
She is equipped with a first class bat- 
tery for operating against the Chinese 
and can accommodate a large force of 
men. 


Ilnrd Road* to Travel. 


"The roads in China are very much [ 


like those of Luzon. Before the railroad I 
connecting Tieu-tsin and 'Peking was | 
built transportation was primitive. Vis- 
itors to Peking were conveyed in carts 
over narrow roads to their destination. 
As the railroad was destroyed Vice Ad- 
miral Seymour's column had to return to 
the old means of transportation. I trust 
he aud his column are safe. 
My hopes 


for the relief of the legations in Peking 
are based upon the llussir.n column which 
recently left Jsiu-chwang. This column 1 
will euter Peking from the rear and prob- 
ably take its defenders at a di^adxan- 
tage." 


The admiral was asked what kiud of au 


officer Admiral Remey was. 


"None better." was the prompt reply. 


"He is a very able, careful man. 
"We 


could not have a bettor cue on The spot. 
Taku is now the most important point on 
the Asiatic station, and it is natural the 
commander in chief should be sent there. 
The British have Vice Admiral Seymour 
in command of the land force and Rear 
Admiral Bruce iu command of the sqn.ul- 
rou at Taku. It is therefore no reflec- 
tion upon Admiral Kempff for Admiral 
Homey to have been. sent to take com- 
mand. 
I presume that eventually Ad- 


miral Kempff will be ordered to the Phil- 
ippines to take charge of naval opera- 
tions there." 


The admiral expressed 
gratification 


that there are two flag officers on the 
Asiatic station. It developed that the 
navy department ordered Hear Admirals 
Iteiuey and KempfE to the far east upon 
tho admiral's recommendation, he calling 
attention to the importance of having 
two officers of their rank available for 
service there. I asked the admiral if the 
Chinese were good fighters. 


"I did uot think much of them when I 


was in the east," said the admiral, "but 
it tuny be that they consider that they 
are fighting for their homes and will vig- 
orously oppose the allied forces. 
My 


Chinese servant, who ib a very intelligent 
man, 
says the Boxers are savages, lie 


likens them to the Igorrotes of "Luzon. I 
sincerely trust, however, that the situa- 
tion will rapidly improve and that peace 
aud order 
will soon be restored in 


China." 


Stenmcv Sinks a Schooner. 


Norfolk, June 25.—When the btea.ni- 


ship Hamilton of the Old Dominion line, 
Captain Doaz, bound from New York 
to Norfolk, reached this port yesterday 
afternoon, Doaz reported that as the 
Hamilton was about two miles -from 
Northeast IJnd lightship, off the Dela- 
ware coast, about 11 o'clock Saturday 
night, she suddenly and without waruins; 
crashed into the fishing schooner John 
II. KIT. Captain Redmond, of Xew York, 
sending her to the bottom of tho ocean, 
but not until all hands had been rescued. 
There was a thick fog prevailing at the 
time, and the schooner was under full 
sail, while the Hamilton was running at 
about eight or ten knots under reduced 
speed. 


An Alleged Accomplice of Xecly. 
Havana, June 23.—Information has 


come to the United States authorities re- 
garding the whereabouts of Taylor, who 
is believed to have gone to Colombia to 
find a safe place to act as the receiver 
of property stolen by C- F. W. Neely, 
Into financial agent of posts at Havana, 
Taylor addressed a letter from Barau- 
quilla, on tta: Magdaleua river, Colombia, 
to a former roommate in that town who 
is now in Havana. The officials are con- 
sidering the advisability of applying for 
Taylor's extradition on tho charge of 
complicity with Neely in disposing of 
surcharge stamps.

This is so intense that 
they are obliged to incase their hands 
and-arms in asbestus bags, and even so 
cannot work for a .longer spell thatt live 
minutes at a tirae, when they have to be 
replaced by others.

streams as to completely deprive them 
of sight for n time. 


As the temperature decreases the con- 


tents o£ the crucible gradually grow 
thicker and thicker—at first like, trearlc, 
then almost of the consistency of dough— 
the stirring at last being, of course, ex- 
cessively difficult. 


Dttrinj the whole operation, which 


lasts on an nvcrase from 10 to 3~> hours, 
the testing of specimens for air bulls has 
to go on as before, and if by chauee any 
are found the stirring has to be stopped 
and the whole boiling process begun over j 
again. 


When, however, the stirring is consid- 


ered to havo been continued loug enough, 
the crucible is allowed to cool very rnjidly 
for about five or six hours, until the suri 
face of the contents, being lightly rapped 
with a piece of iron, gives forth a metal- 
lic ring. Were the cooling to be continued 
as rapidly as it had begun, the glnns 
would be so brittle that at the slightest 
shock it would fly into 10,000 morsels. 
l"he crucible is now, therefore, complete- 
ly walled up and is not allowed to gro'.V 
cold for at least n fortnight and some- 
times, when large lenses are in question, 
for six weeks or more. 


At last the oven is opened and tho glass 


is found lying within the crucible in 
lumps of varying size. 


It is very seldom that more than hair 


of each of the blocks of glass token from 
the crucibles is free from filaments. 
The 


thready parts are cut. chipped or ground 
away and the remaining lumps of pure 
glass placed iu clay molds and put in 
oTdis, th% temperature of which is raised 
to v.'liat is comparatively nothing (for 
glass)—viz, about 1,500 degrees F.
